AN OVERDUE RELIEF REFORM 
The welfare program is a national disgrace. 
It suppresses initiative, breaks up families, 
abounds with abuses and inexorably grows. Last 
year one million American families, roughly 
one out of every 40, were on the dole under the 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children pro­ 
gram, the nub of the welfare scandal. The cost 
w as a jarring $1.8 billion, up 62 per cent in 
five years. 
* Sensing increased public resistance to the pro­ 
gram, the House has just passed the most sweep­ 
ing reform in public assistance’s 32-year his­ 
tory# grafting onto it several highly construc­ 
tive changes. The House bill’s intent is to turn 
welfare recipients into wage earners by 
re­ 
versing the long - standing and senseless rule 
that benefits must be reduced by the amount of 
liny money earned. Under the House bill re­ 
cipient families will be allowed to retain the 
first $30 they make, plus one third of their 
earnings 
above that amount. The incentive 
should perhaps 
be greater, but it is nonethe­ 
less a start. To enable mothers and teen-agers 
to qualify for jobs, the states are ordered to 
establish 
training programs 
for 
welfare 
recipients, and day-care centers where chil­ 
dren can stay while their mothers 
are work­ 
ing or are in school. 
With some families now on their third genera­ 
tion of relief, reforms are long overdue. The 
new' program should aid in reducing relief costs 
and will have the more important long - range 
effect of helping recipients to develop self­ 
respect 
and 
self discipline, qualities which 
ultimately may be of even greater benefit to 
their children than to the recipients themselves. 
Rut in its zeal to put recipients to work, the 


House has gone a bit too far. In the hope of 
spurring the states into creating effective job- 
training programs, the House voted to freeze 
at present levels the number of children 
on 
each state’s 
ADC rolls. The number could in­ 
crease only in proportion to the population in- 
crases of individual states. In these days of 
wandering 
families, and particularly of a vast 
migration to Northern cities by impoverished 
Negroes from the South, this provision is bound 
to work unfairly. 
The Senate should pass the House’s welfare 
reforms 
but should strike out this unrealistic 
rule.

Gov. 
Warren 
Hearnes 
appointed two 
more 
prosecuting 
attorneys 
to fill 
posts vacated in two rural Mis­ 
souri counties — Knox and Schuy­ 
ler. 
Both appointees are recent 
graduates of the Missouri Uni­ 
versity School of Law, and neith­ 
er 
Is now a resident of the 
county to which he will be mov­ 
ing. 
But 
there are not 
attorneys 
in the 
county to fill the vacan­ 
cies, and 
a 
prosecutor 
is 
needed. 
The shortage of attorneys is 
but one reflection of the grow- 
to more populated areas. Since 
January, 1966, Gov. 
Hearnes 


has 
appointed nearly 20 attor­ 
neys as either magistrate judges 
or prosecuting attorneys when 
the post 
was 
vacated by the 
elected official, either by death 
or resignation. 
The governor's legal assistant, 
Paul Williams, explained that in 
about six of these appointments, 
an attorney from another county 
had to be appointed since either 
the 
county had no attorney or 
none wished to serve. Only one 
or two attorneys are practic­ 
ing In many 
rural counties and 
are able to assume the duties 
of 
magistrate or prosecutor. 
“ When I was a lad, a county 
Job was important and gener- 
said. “ The Job of prosecutor 
in my county paid $200 - good 
money in those days. I was prose­ 
cutor in the late 1950s and it 
still only paid $299 a month." 
“ Many counties have prose­ 
cutors who no longer want the 
Job," Williams said. “ They have 
continued to hold it only be­ 
cause no 
one was around to 
step In." 
As a 
rough guess, Williams 
said at least 20 Missouri coun­ 
ties have magistrates who are 
over 70 years of age, and no new 
attorneys have moved into their 
counties. 
Several proposals have been 


made in 
recent years to con­ 
solidate many rural counties in 
the state as the county form of 
government continues to degen­ 
erate. But such proposals have 
met heavy opposition from the 
existing “courthouse 
gangs" 
who 
are 
grasping at what

still have. 
A bill introduced in the last 
session of the General Assembly-

system of circuit 
attorneys to replace the post of 
prosecutor. 
These attorneys would have 
been 
elected from the 43 cir­ 
cuit districts in the state, rath­

But 
the traditional 
opposition held 
fast and the bill was defeated. 
Yet, Williams pointed out that 
the 
shortage of attorneys for 
each county is growing worse, 
and 
more are being appointed 
each year.

When first organized, counties 
chose their seats of government 
so that citizens could travel to 
it, pay their taxes and return 
home, all in one day.
